Zionist Progress. 

‘tT is surely allto the good that the Zionist Organisation has, 
even thus tardily, decided to constitute a definite Vepartment for 
Political work, W e, for our part, have never ceased insisting upon 
he importance of such activity in the Movement. We were for 
a8 a voice crying in the wilderness; for the Movement for 
past has been in the hande—and for that matter under the 
leadership—Jargel y of those who bave either ignored polities as use- 


or 


less, regarded them as harmful or imagined that, so far as Zionism is 
concerned, they ended with the Balfour Declaration and the 
Mandate, when in fact, in a sense, they first, at that point, became 


pressingly urgent. We have stressed the essential importance of 
this part of Zionist effort in Palestine, not because we do not fully 


realise that in the building-up of a National Home such work 
as land acquirement and its cultivation, together with economic 
development, are of supreme value. Bat we have always 
borne in mind the central fact that confronts those engaged 


in the formation of. the Jewish National Home, that it has to be 


populated by the people without whom its distinctive character 
were impossible. ‘That people has been divorced from the country 
and exiled from the land for virtually twenty centuries. It has 
been divorced and exiled, too, from Jewish National sentimentete 
such an extent that a large proportion of Jews look upon Jewish 
Nationalism with aversion and think it incompatible. with their 


duty that native national claims have uponthem. It has, therefore, 


seemed to us that the mere colonising of Palestine by Jews, even 
the obtaining by Jews of wonsiderable land interests and economic 
power there, might well be insufficient for the full re-creation of 
Jewish National being. Pat another way, it has always appeared to us 
necessary to employ political means and measures in Palestine for 
the purpose of ensuring that the Jews whq settle there will 
become nationally Jewish, and not Jewis ly in the sense 
that cour people are Jewish’ in any other country they 
inbabit. If the Pdlitical Committee bears this vital aspect 
of Zionist work in mind, we are convinced that not only 
‘will it prove itseli to be a most admirable adjunct to the Movement, 
‘but it may do much to wipe out the errors anf failings of the 
past, attributable as they are exactly to a lack of political imstine?, 
or, it may be, the baulking of that instinct from becoming a 
force inthe Zionist activity. .There can be no question, further, 
that the condition of affairs in Palestine needs the most careful 
and minute examination from the political aspect of thinge, and 
we hope that the Committee will be able to amend in many 
directions the state of affairs which is known there to exist. Put 
let it not be supposed that, despite what we deem the serious omission 
in Zionist work hitherto to which we have alluded, the results in 
Palestine, having regard to all the circumstances, are not 
recognised by us as marvellous to the point of being some- 
thing of » miracle. Witness in this respect ths report made 
tothe American Government by its recognised authority of affairs in 
the Near East, recorded elsewhere. This testimony should prove an 
encouraging impetus, particularly to those who claim to be Zioniste, 
but who are not Jewish Nationalists, in giving support tothe 


Organisation, especially through such-a Fund as the Palestine 


Foundation Fund (the Nercn Hayesod) on behalf of which the 
campaign in this country ie still in progress. We are unaware what 
result this campaign bas attained up till now. We can only 
hope that ite coffers are being well and amply lined with Anglo- 
Jewish gold, or the Treasury Notes’ which represent.it. To some 
mentalities it mayseem inconsistent on our part to criticisethe Zionist 
Organisation as we do, and because we feel it our duty to do so or to 
show, because in the interests of Jewry we deem ourselves bound 
to, the shortcomings of the Government in relation to the Mandate, 
or of the plcsslne Administration in carrying out its precepts ;

Palestine if, seeing impediments put in the way of that great work, 
perceiving fecklessness and lassitude ig pursuit of it, or absolute 
want of faith in respect to it, we did not point out these things, 
condemn them and demand their assuagement? Those bear a 
heavy .responsibility and one we refuse to share, who; knowing 
what is wrong with regard to this great Jewish enterprise, pretend 
that all is fair and leave ifto do its inevitable evil work, yet still 
ask for money for a purpose which, commendable beyond words 
in itself, they know is being constantly harassed; for that must 
aecessitate a far larger expenditure of money, energy and thought 
than otherwige would be needed to bri Lhe work to the glorious 
fruition for which we hope and to which we confidently look.

Ve mise one fact from the reports that have appeared in the 
general prese in connection with the splendid donation of 
£50,000 (in addition to previous donations aggregating £25,000) 
which Mr. Grorrrey Duvern bas made to the University College 
Hospital.

The First London 


A reference made. in this column the week before last to the 
book just published by Mr. Wilfred Samuel in which he fixes the 


establishment of the first London Synagogue as having been in. 


1657 at Creechurch Lane, has brought a very interesting letter from 
Mr. 5,., Golding, M.A., who writes from 62, Benthal Road, Stoke 
Newington, N.16. He points out that nearly half a century earlior 


than 1657—to be exact in 1615—~there appeared a tract-entitled A » 


Strange Horse-racé,’ written by Thomas Dekker; and ima section 
containing ~The Devil's last Will and Testament” 
following: 


Item, my Wil is, that all the Brokers in: Long Lane .be 
sent to me with all speed possible, because I have much of them 
laid to pawne to me, which will, I know, never ‘be redeemed, 
and what i give to them shall bee in Hugger-Mugger; and for 
their brethren \the rest of their Jewish tribe in the Synagogue 
of Houns-diteh) let them be assured they shall not bes forrotten, 
because | heare they pray for me howrely; I pitty these poore 
dispised soules, because if they should misse me, [ know what 
would become of them.” 
“ Though the word ‘Synagogue’ imthe above passage may not 
really signify adefinite place of worship, adds Mr. Golding, “ there is 
no reason to exclude the possibility of a recognised. rendezvous. 
perhaps in the house of a prominent Jew, where members of our 
faith could congregate for the purpose of Divine service. The 
presence of unconverted Jews in England during the reign of 
James I is indisputable, and one wonders whether the erection of 
the first London Synagogue should not be antedated to the first or 
socond decade of the seventeenth century.” It would surprise me 
to find anyone who would regard Mr. Golding’s conclusions as 
altogether impossible, 


Sheerness.

Samuel Russell. adds 
Mr. Jacobs, was one of the founders of the Sheerness community ; 
and he became the grandfather of Henry Russell, the musician sna 
composer of that famous song, “Cheer. Boys Cheer" 
Russell had three sons, all born in Sheerness: and the youngest 
Moses, was the father of Henry. Mr. Jacobs recalls how another 
son of Moses Kussell became an inmate of the Hand-in-Hand 
Asylum, then situated in Wellclose Square, and regularly conducted 
the Kol Nidre, Musaph, and Neilah services on the Day of Atonement 
Whetheror not this pious exercise is rightly tobe attributed as a cause, 
the fact remains that this gentleman reached the ripe age of iia 
hundred and five.and performed the sacred office till within two 
years of his death—surely the oldest Charan on record! What I

BDWARD E. SASSOON, 


The death occurred last Tuesday, at the age of seventy-one, of Sir 
vdward Elias Sassoon, Bart., chief partner in Messrs. E. D. Sassoon and 
Co, The deceased was the son of the late Mr. Elias David Sassoon, wha 
extended the operations of the firm to China, and grandson of Mr. David 
cassoon, the founder of the house and of many philanthropic and 
educational institutions, Sir Edward, who succeeded to the baronetcy 
in 191¢, married In 1880 Leontine, daughter of Mr. Abrabam Levy, who 
enrvives him, as do two sons and two daughters, His eldest son, Captain 
Ellice Vietor Sassoon, succeeds to the title. Tho funeral will be at 
Golders Green Cemetery of the West London Synagogue, this morning at 
eleven o'clock, 


ApvocaTts H, LOUIS ISRABLS (Amsterdam). 


Duteh Jewry is the poorer by the death in Amsterdam, on Monday 
evening, of Advocate Herman Louis Isratis, one of its foremost figures — 


apd one who has for many years past taken a very active part in moulding 
jte affairs. Born in Groningen in 1856, the deceased began his public 
career a8 @ journalist, at the same time proceeding with the study of 
Latin and Greek. In 1877 he was admitted to the University of Leiden. 
Six years later the degree of cum iaude in jurisprudence was conferred 
upon him for his thesis, “ Internationaal Huwelijks Goederenrecht,” 
Shortly afterwards he proceeded to Paris, where he followed the voca- 
tions of advocate and journalist. He was particularly active at the time 
hr the Dreyfus case in creating a sympathetic public, and his foreign con- 

tributions brought him into conflict with the French Government and the 
Dutch Minister in Paris, with the result that under pressure of the former 
he was relleved of his position as legal adviser to the Dutch Legation. 
Tals incident led to tp interpellations in both Houses of Parliament. 
In 1902 the deceased returned to Amsterdam and established himself 
as Advocate, continuing also his profession of journalist. He was a frequent 
-contributor on legal matters to the Press. When President Falliéres 
yisited Amsterdam in 1911, be conferred upon Mr. Israéis the distinction 
of Knight of the Legion of Honour. The deceased rendered valuable 
services to his community. He took a leading part in its counsels, and 
was especially active in his work for obtaining adequate Jewish instruc- 
tion fer his youtbfal coreligionists. He was a nephew of the famous 
painter, Jozef Isracia. 
ain. JULES WORMS (Paris). 

Mr. Jules Worms, one of the doyens of French painting, has died in 
Paris, at the venerable age of ninety-two. Born in 1832, he devoted 
himself early in life to art. In 1655 he became art correspondent of the 
ILLUSTRATION. He exhibited at the Salon of 1653. The deceased 
made several journeys to Spain, whence, he brought back a number 


of very remarkable pictures. He was appointed a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour in 176, 


ProressorR STANISLAW KEMPNER (Poland). 


Professor Stanislaw Kempner, one of the leaders of the Jewish 
assimilation-party in Poland, who passed away recently, was at one time 


Editor of the NOWA GazerTa of Warsaw. A man of remarkable ability, — 


he exercised very considerable influence in Poland. I6 is said that 
towards the end of his life he admitted the impracticability of the policy 
of assimilation in Poland, if only because of the deep-rooted prejudice 
f)alnst Jews so prevalent in the country. 


Mr. ISIDORE LANCASTER (Victoria, B.C.) 
ihe death has eccurred at San Francisco of Mr. Isidore Lancaster, 
che of the best known residents of Victoria, British Columbia. The 
deceased, who was @ leader of the Ache! Brith in Victoria, frequently 
acted as Chasan. He played a prominent part in the reception of the 
Chief Rabbi at Victoria on the occasion of the latter's Dominion tour. 


Mr. Lancaster, who was a prominent freemason, was accorded a full 
inasonic faneral. 


Jupae HYMAN LAZARUS (New Jersey). 
Jadge Hyman Lazarus has passed away, at the age of fifty-three, at 


| ayoune, New Jersey. The deceased, who filled his office with considerable 
distinction, was highly respected. 


Mr. GUSTAVE J. KARGER (Washington). 

The death*bas occurred at Washington of Mr. Gustave J. Karger, 
Washington correspondent of the Cincinnati Timrs-STAR, who was for a 
‘\Oarter of a century a member of the corpsof Washington correspondente.

The Coroner: Was she taking drugs? Yes. She has always been 
‘too ready to doctor herself. She bad of late been suffering from insomnia, 
but I did not know she was taking veréna!l. After her death I found two 
empty bottles which had contained the drug. To the best of my know- 
ledge she has never threatened to take her life and her circumstances 
were most happy. She did not join her husband in India as she wished 
to make a home for her son while he was studying in London. 

The Coroner: Did she take tho drug for sickness or to end her life ? 
She had no reason to take her life.. As a fact, I know that she had 
invited two ladies to tea for that Tuesday. 

Dr. Douglas George Rice-Oxley, of Victoria Road, Kensington, said 
that be could not state the exact cause of death. There were signs of 
heart failure due to pneumonia, but death might bave been due to 
another cause. | 

The Coroner said that he would adjourn the inquest in order that an 
analysis of the contents of the organs of the body might be made by a 
Home Office pathologist.

And if the Rev. Nathaniel 
Jacobs sincerely believes that the scurrilous terms he uses of Orthodox 
Judaism apply, one can understand why he abandoned it-and how pro- 
found is his misconception of it. It Is certainly within his province to 
preach his new-found faith with the ardent zeal that is expected ofa 
neophyte. One does not object to that, however greatly one disagrees 
with bim; but he may be assured that he does his cause an i!!-service 
when bis advocacy includes abuse of the orthodoxy he has abjured. I 
would remind him of the old rabbinic proverb, “ Cast no mud into the 
well from which thou bast drunk.”

Ta addition to the article on “ Alien Jowsa.” quoted (a The Jawha 
CiuRONICLE last week, the Tivtes has published three articles ou 
“ Alien London,” entitled respectively “ Jewish Social Life,” ‘Competition 
in Labour,” and “ Health and Politics.” | 

The first of these says that tho chief featuros of the life of tha 
Eastern Jews in the East End are appalling overcrowding, the restriction 
of Jewish activities to a rather limited number of trades and professions. 
aloofness from the surrounding Gentile population, the extraordinary 
prevaionce of gambling, the absence alike of drunkards and of total 
abstainers, and the indulgence shown by Jewish parents totheir children. 
There can be no doubt, the article saya, that the invaders have degraded 
the local standard of living in many quarters, and it goes on bo allege 
that thoro ia a good deal of juvenile immorality among the allons, whose 
children are physically more precocious than the British, and that over- 
crowding is lowering the age of puberty among British children in some 
areas. [tis admitted, however, that the Jow's reputation as a usurer is 
undesorved in the ast had, where the marority of mouey 'euding sharks 
are ‘predatory Gentiles.” 

The second article starts by admitting that immigrant labour has 008 
Injcred British labour by its competition, Tho large industries in which 
unemployment is most rife do not employ aliens to any important oxtent, 
while the trades and industries that are most patronised by aliens aro not 
ia such bad case, though they. show a considerable percentsge of an- 
employed. It is also worth noting, the article continues, “that when

here to search for work,. and since the restrictions imposed make tb 
virtually impossible to amudgioe foreita tabour into the country, the 
“alien problem” as regards unemployment, is largely exaggerated. 
Unomployment ia iess prevaliont among the East End aliens than among 
the British population, but it is alleged that ‘ a section of the allen Jowish 
commitinity is both more ready to accept relief from tho loca! Boards of 
Guardians and fess scrupulous in its claims than are the British working 
people. . . . Atthe same time. the number of cuvaturalised alionsita 
receipt of relief is not proportionately excessive.” 3

The Rev. J. R. Ackroyp, D.D. (Lewisham Congregational Church) 
said that that day they were discussing the things on which they agreed, 
but he hoped the day was not far distant when they would meet to discuss 
- the things on which they differed. To cope with the problems of to-day 
they must return to the Old Testament idea that God was a moral Being. 
The Rev. Mr. GROSFIELD (United Methodist) also spoke. — 

The Rev. WALTER WALSH, D.D. (Leader, Free Religious Movement) 
gaid that in a religious conference they could not afford to forget that 


two-thirds of the religious world lay outside thoir communities. They — 


could never solve international problems merely as Jews and Christians. 
It was only in the externalities of religion, the things that did not matter, 
that they differed. They must try and detach their religions as quickly 
and as thoroughly as possible from externalities, and concentrate on 
internal things. Thus they could attain unity, and ropresentatives of ail 
religions could come together imga great convocation to build the world's 
peace, on the basis of their common faith and religious experience. 

Mr. EDWARD BERNSTEIN (Soctety of Friends) also spoke,

The Kev. P, T. R. King (General Director, Industrial Christian 
Fellowship, Church of England) read a paper on “The Responsibility of 
Organised Religion.” He said that the supreme task of this generation 


would be to bridge the divisions in society and the world. One of the 


most important of these was racialantagonism. LKeligion must also bring 
employers and workers together in friendship and brotherhood. He did 
not think it was the duty of the Churches to draw up any actual scheme; 
but they could lay down certain basic principles. Mr. Kirk wont on to 
deal with unemployment problems, and asked what were they to do to 


cope with them. [A Voice: “Get rid of the alien!” (Laughter).)} They 


‘must get study groups together and study what was the will of God. 

The Rev. 8. H, MELUONE, M.A., D.Sc. (Secretary British and Foreign 
Unitarian Association) suggested the establishment of a League of 
Churches, which would not suppress or modify any existing form of 
religion, but would do for them what the League of Nations sought to do 
for the nations. They had failed to use sufficiently the moral force of the 
Scriptures. 

The Rev. GorRDON James (Wesleyan) said he felt that the moat 
sensible things that could have been said at that conference had not been 
said, because most of the sensible people had said nothing, There wasa 

great deal of inarticulate sensible opinion of which the pargzons knew 
nothing. 

The Rev. Fatwer DAy, 8.J. (Catholic Guild of Israel) said he regretted 
that their Jewish friends had not been more prominent in the discussions. 
In connection with the remarks that had been made relative to the duties 
of the Churches, he thought the word “ Churches” ought to be defined. 

The Rey. THOMAS WALKER (Presbyterian) also spoke. 

In closing the conference, Mr. CLAU G. MONTEFIORE, M.A., D.D., 
confessed that he had been rather tepld regard to the conference, and 
had thought it somewhat impracticable to ask a big majority of their 
fellow-citizens to join with a small religious minority. It implied a 
certain measure of self-abnegation, which was much harder, surely, forthe 
majority than for the minority. He was proud that the conference had 
come about and that England bad produced it. They did not want to 
slur over their differences, but neither did they wish for a spiritual tug of 
war. They met to discuss social questions from a religious point of view, 
a common desire uniting them earnestly together. Their close relationg 
gave the high possibility of common intercourse and perhaps co-operation. 
Whatever might come of it, the conference stood as a sticcessful fact and 
& milestone in spiritual progress that would not easily be forgotten. 

Ltabbi Mattuck expressed gratitude to the speakers. Thanks were 
accorded also to Mrs. McArthur, oa the motion of Mr. Nicholson, seconded 
by Miss Hanbidge, and to the Chairman on the motion of Dr. Walsh. 

No formal vote was taken, but, on a show of bands; the desire for 
guother conference was expressed almost unanimously.

bin,—I notice that Mr. Goitein, in his interesting monography on 
“ Borrow and the Jews,” finds himself asking—Who was Belcher ? 

On reference to my own edition, I see that I have pencilled a note b 
which I seek to identify this Belcher with a Sir Edward Belcher, she’ 
published (certainly not earlier than 1554, in which year the expedition 
returned) a work entitled “The Last of the Arctic Voyages” (i.c., in 
search of Sir John Franklin). 


I seem to have experienced some difficulty in view of the fact that 
“L’Avengro” was published in 1351, some three or four years before the 
earliest possible date of publication of Belcher's work, butit is likely that 
he was already known as an in’repid explorer at that time. 

If this were the Belcher whom Borrow had in mind, it would, I 
Suppose, be true that the Jows had never produced a “ Belcher.”

Very sbortly a further conference will be called of representatives of 
every charitable organisation in this city, with the object of affording the 
Managing Boards an opportunity of following the example set by London 
in the appointment of a specia! Committee to enquire into and report on

» The first of three lectures on “Tho Kings of the Hittites ” way 
delivered before tho British Acadomy at tho rooms of the Royal Society 
on Wednesday by Mr. D. G. Hogarth, Keopor of the Ashmoloum Museum 
at Oxford. 

HOGARTH said that the Cappadocian Hathio Empire oxplainod

belonged the group of northern States understood in the Old Testament ay 
those of the “ Kings of the Hittites" None lay nearer to Palestine than 
Hamatb. which wasa southern outlying momber ofthe group pushed forward 
along the Orontes Valley road. Its culture was Hittite, but its rulers and 
probably its people were not of Hattic race, North, as south, of it thors 
was a wide interval in which no good evidence of Hittite civilisation bad 
béon found: and it was not tlll a line cunning roughly tho Gulf or 
Alexandretta to Aleppo and the Euphrates at Meskinch had beon passct 
that the true home of the “ Kings of tho Hittites * was reached, 

-. Here, in the northernmost district of Syria, the results of throes 
excavations—at Zenjirli (Shamal), Sakjegeuz, and Jerablus (Carchemish) 
had revealed a great deal, and the iecturer proceeded to describe first tho 
monuments of Zenjirli, which occupled a most important atragetic 
position, and had Been, in part, deeply excavated, though all the results 
had not been published, Hoe showed successive artistic atyles, which, by 
the occurrence of legible Semitic inscriptions, could be dated backwarc's 
with approximate accuracy from Agarhaddon's time (530 &.C.) to about tho 
eleventh century, tho series beginning with strongly Hittite features 
more easily to be paralleled from the art of North Mesopotamia (To!) 
Halaf) than of Cappadocia, and gradually replacing these by Semitio 
features, without losing, howevor, a strongly individual character.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CCLXVII.—Visiting the Sick. 
My DEAR CousIN, 


Of all the social virtues, which is the most important? Ananswer to 
this question would probably produce differences of opinion. Some might 
place in the forefront the care of orphans ; others might be able to make 
out a good case for the relief of the poor generally ; others, again, might be 
inclined to attach a great deal of significance to the assistance of incurabler, 
But certain it is that, whichever sccial virtue is to be first, that of visiting 
the sick would occupy @ prominent place in any list. The Jewish Codes 

characterise this virtue as a great Mitzvah, despite the fact that no direct 
jp junction is found in the Bible. Indeed, visiting the sick has been termed 


the highest expression of kindly feeling (O™ ON odin ; 
it is oné.of the virtues enumerated in the Mishnab, “ the fruits of which a 
wan enjoys in this world, and a stock remains for him in the world to 
come.” Throughout the ages, Jewish teaching has stressed the weightiness 
of the duty of visiting the sick, and elaborate rules were laid down, rules 
which have been instrumental in helping folk to carry out this duty with 
all tact. There is no denying that tact and charm are the two qualities 
which are necessary in the sick-room, if the visit is to be a boon and not 
a burden to the invalid. : 

In most Jewish communities societies were established for the 
cspecial purpose of visiting and cheering the sick. True, there is no 
direct reference to this duty in the Bible, but, indirectiy, the duty was 
deduced by a simple piece of exegesis. It is stated, “ Ye shall walk after 
the Lord your God.” How is this possible? it is asked; and the answer 
is.significant in many ways. Walk after the Lord your God, it is said, by 
imitating Him. Just as He visited the sick—the reference is to the 
Biblical story of God appearing to Abraham after his initiation into the 
Covenant—so do you visit the sick. . The duty was incumbent on young 
and old, on rich and poor. Custom prescribed that a man of standing and 
hovour should even visit one in a lower social stratum, and, if necessary, 
visits might be made several times a day, so long as the patient was not 
disturbed. 

The finest touch of all was the prescription that the duty of visiting 
the sick extended to Gentile and Jewish invalidsalike S""5; on Ss2) 


Oxvw in cy. | wonder whether this rule can be matched in the annals 
of the Church. It bas been said that Jews have large bearts. ‘They 
realise that suffering is a great leveller, and that when pain afflicts a 
person, not faith, not nationality, not race is of importance then, but just 
the sheer human soul. Itisin this spirit that Jewish hospitals readily 


admit non-Jewish patients ; the Jewish Hospital in London is no exception 
to the ruie. : 


The Shulchan Adruck lays it down that while visiting the sick isa great 
virtue, those should not be visited who need rest, and the cases of invalids 
suffering from eye disease or from pain in the head are specifically men- 
tioned, In these instances it is suggested that the proper course to adopt 
is merely to enquire, but not to go into the sick-room itself. In all cases, 
it is further stated, while visiting and cheering the sick is important, it 
isnotenough. Where necessary, the material needs of the patient should 
be provided. In this connection, a story is told of Kabbi Akiba, who on 
one occasion visited a disciple who was sick, and found. to his astonish- 
ment that the poor man was lying there alone, unattended by a nurse. 
Without a moment's hesitation the Rabbi himself took the place of the 
nurse, Cleansed the room, let in fresh air, and fed the invalid, who, when 
he had been refreshed, exclaimed, “ Master, you have given me new life.” 

The second piece of advice which visitors of the sick should remember 
is to exchange conversation with the invalid, so as to induce the mind of 
the sufferer to dwell on other topics than that of pain, There are many 
instances in the Talmud of invalids being visited by their friends, and in 
almost every case the visitors encouraged the patient to converse. We 
are told, for example, of Rabbi Eliezer who, when he was I1!], was visited 
by his disciples. “ Master,” they said to him, “ teach us the way of life.” 
To whom he replied: “Be careful of the honour of your colleagues as 
much as of your own ; let your children live among wise men; and when 
you pray, know before Whom you are standiog.” 

The third rule may perhaps in these days not find such universal 
assent as the two already mentioned. It is to pray for the health of the 
sick psy "pan 45). gud the language of prayer in 
this instance may either be Hebrew or any vernacular that the patient 
understands. But it should be a simple prayer, and its purport: “ May 


God have mercy upon thee and upon all sick people” by om Sipe) 
Sin or, “May God send you complete healing” 
(mabe'nxiwn > mdw. It is of interest to observe that the prayer for 
health forms part of the week day 4midah: “ Heal us, O Lord, and we 
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Shall be healed; save us and we shall be saved. .. . Blessed art 
Thou, O Lord, Who healest the sick among Thy people Israel.” 


In past ages, visiting the sick was one of the daily duties undertaken 


by all Jews. In small communities this was no great burden, more parti- 
cularly when the economic conditions of earlier ages be kept in mind 


- It those days had one characteristic, it was that life, was slow, pursuing 


the even tenour of its way. Visiting the sick, like other social duties, 
was comparatively easy in such conditions. In: large communities, and 
in the economic environment which marks modern life, these duties 
become more difficult. In the first place, we cannot know of all the sick 
who need visiting ; in the second, distances are great in the large capitals 


of Europe; and, in the third, our vocations are so strenuous that they 


leave but little time for the exercise of social virtues, It comes about, 
therefore, that in order that these virtues may not die out altogether, it 
is necessary for some specialist to devote himself to them. “ Parish 
visiting” therefore becomes an important aspect of the activities of all 
those who are engaged in “the cure of souls,” and Jewish ministers are 
no exception. That, at least, is one reason why, in selecting ministers 


for positions the congregants shou!d bearin mind not so much dry as . 


dust learning or glib oratory, but rather personality and tact and 
charm. It has been said that to-day men and women are 
essentially lonely. That is why there is so much reaching out 
in these times towards all manner of curious social functions. On 
this basis the existence of night-clubs may be explained, or the develop- 
ment of the dancing mania, or the attraction for the multitude of great 
concourses of people. Be that as it may, there can be no question that 
an invalid on his sick-bed must experience the desolation of loneliness in 
an emiventiy high degree. Visiting the sick and cheering the patient 
undoubtedly removes or minimises that loneliness, and on this groung at 
least the exercise of the virtue deserves commendation. Jewish teaching 
has always stressed the importance of the virtue, and this is but another 
iliustration of the claim that is rightiy made that, in the main, Jewish 
ethics are social ethics. | 

_ While it may be necessary in these times to rely principally on 
ministers to do sick visitation, it would be a thousand pities if the duty 
were left only tothem. It is a duty incumbent on every Jew and Jéwess, 
and while modern conditions are very different from what they were in 
the past, sick-bed suffering ha# not changed. To visit the sick is not 
always easy, and some people are so constituted that they find it 
positively burdensome, Nevertheless, there must still be a large per- 
centage strong and competent enough to make it a success, and in these 
day*, when organisation counts for so much, they ought to organise 
themselves in order to make their influence ¢ fective.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
WITH 


Chief Rabbi A. I. KOOK, C.B.E. 


REAT interest has been taken in the visit to this country, on 
his return to Palestine, of Rabbi A. I. Kook, Chief Rabbi of 
Eretz Israel, in whose honour a reception was given by Chief 
Rabbi Dr. Hertz. on Saturday of last week. Rabbi Kook 
has just returned from a very successful mission to the United States 
and Canada, in the interests of religious institutions in Europe and 
Palestine. The Rabbi was born 
at Kriva, a small town in Cour- 
land, Russia, in the neighbour- 
hood of Dvinsk. His early 
studies were carried on under 
the direction of his father, who 
is a great Talmudic scholar. 
He afterwards visited various 
Veshiboth, particularly the big 
Yeshibah of Vobozin, and mar- 
ried a daughter of Rabbi Eliahu 
David Rabinowitz ‘Tumim, of 
Ponevetz, and later at the great 
Jeshibah in Mir, and. atfter- 
wards Rabbi in Jerusalem. R. 
Kook was elected Rabbi in 
Semel, and began to write on 
Talmudic subjects. Later, he 
became Rabbi of Bauske, in Cour. 
land, and then received a call to 
: become Rabbi of Jaffa and the 

Jewish Colonies in Palestine. He did very 
Palestine till the outbreak of war, which found him attending a con- 
ference of the Agudath Israel, in Frankfort. He was unable to return 
to Palestine, and spent six years in Europe. During the latter part of 
this period he accepted a temporary post as Rabbi of the Machzike 
Hadass in London. He returned to Palestine at the request of the 
High Commissioner, and by. the choice of the majority of the com. 
munities in Palestine be was elected Chief Rabbi of the Ashkenazim. 
Jointly with R. Jacob Meir, his Sephardi colleague, he reorganised 
the Rabbinate in Palestine. He was made a Commander of the 
Order of the British Empire, in recognition of his eminent public 
services. To a representative of THE JeWrsH. CHRONICLE, Rabbi 
Kook has given an account of the objects of his mission, and has 


made an interesting statement as to bis aspirations for the religious 
future of Jerusalem. |

American Aid. 

What took you to America? our representative asked. 

“The position was this,” Rabbi Kook replied. “As your readers are 
doubtiess aware, the American Jews formed a central body, on which all 
communities were represented, for the relief of the Jewries stricken by 
the war; and this body not only gave aid to meet the material needs of the 
communities but also helped to keep alive the educational institutions, 
Yeshiboth, and schools which would have been forced to close, but for out- 
fide assistance, in the desperate circumstances created by the war, when 
whole communities were uprooted and economically destroyed’. /retz 
Yisrael also received substantial aid from this source. It was cut off from 
Earope during the war, and the machinery b? which its institutions were 
formerly. supported broke down entirely. When things began to improve 
somewhatin the war areas it was thought by many of those who had 
contributed so nobly that the organisation might be wound up, and many: 
of the constituent bodies, mainly reform congregations, withdrew. The 
work was, however, continued for the assistance of educational institu- 
tions in Europe and Palestine, in the proportion of seventy per cent. and 
thirty per cent. Soon, however, there was again talk ot liquidation. It 
was urged that the European communities were in a better position to 
snpport their own institutions, and that American Jewry had many claims 
nearer home. As the organisation was contributing £2,500 a month, the 
withdrawal of this sum would have meant crippling most of the large 


institutions in Eastern Europe; and in Palestine, which was still unable 
to rely on the old system of collection. 


A Mission. 

“ Oor friends in America,” Rabbi Kook went on to say, “urged that 
if | were to come there it might be possible to secure a continuance 
of the former subvention. It was extremely difficult for me to leave 
Palestine, as there were urgent questions there needing my attention, 

- and for a year | staved off the crisis by letters and appeals in the Press. 
But at last lewas informed that only a personal appeal would be effective, 
and in the company of Rabbi Shapiro, of Kovno, President of the Unian 
of Kabbis in Lithuania, and Rabbi Epstein, head of th¢ famous Slobodka 
Yeshibah and President of the Union, 1 went to tle United States, 
contemplating a tour of only two months. We were received with 
great honour, and greatly appreciated the attention which the Government 
showed us. We were told on all bands that our visit bad done much to 
strengthen orthodox Judaism in the United States and Canada, to 
promote Sabbath observance, Aashruth, and the like. Demands for 
visits poured if on us from large numbers of communities, and we had 
to extend our tour over a period of eight months. We were not the 
only suppliants in the fleld. A huge Campaign was in progre®s for the

Impulsiveness. 
SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “Jewish Chronicle.” 
Nevertheless Samuel mourned for Saul,”—1 Samuel ezv., 35. 


There must have been something in the character of King Saul to 
cause and to explain this sorrow. Samuel, so deeply displeased that he 
“oame no more to see bim till the day of his death,” yet mourns for him 


David, the injured outlaw, whose generosity has been again and again 


requited with the strangest, cruellest hatred, and who knows that the 
death of Saul is the signal to him of safety and of elevation—yet when 
the Amalekite brings him the tidings of his enemy’s death with a tale 
(true or false), of bis own share in it, as though sure of his reward from 
the destined successor to the throne, he first executes the self-styled 
assassin, and then bursts forth into an impassioned elegy, not on the son 
alone, the friend whose wonderful love for him passed the love of women, 
but on the father also, against whom many bitter thoughts might have been 
expected to force themselves upon his soul. 

This character of Saul seems to follow no law. It perplexes, it 
bafiies, it evades, it eludes us. Hopeful incidents recur, and come to 
nothing. No one word will characterise, no one quality denomipate, the — 
life of the man. We see him at the outset modest and reluctant to take 
the greatness thrust on him. He gladly returns to the lowly functions of 
his home. When all Israe! seeks bim, he is hidden. When the children 
of Belial despise bim, and bring him no presents, he holds his peace. 
Meanwhile fiash of diviner light has come to him. He has been amon, 
the prophets, and in the prospect of high responsibilities he has caught 
the infection of their inspiration. The Spirit of God comes uffon bim ; 
he hears the insolent threats of Ammon—and the fear of the Lord falling 
at the same moment on the people, they follow him with one consent to 
glorious victory, a victory which he wiil not allow to be stained by any 
retribution on his detractors. His reign is well inaugurated. But alas! 
his first fall is mot far off. The Philistines invade Israel, and Saul, 
weary of waiting for Samuel, though the command was express 
exaggerating the importance of sacrifice, and disparaging in the 
same degree the higher necessity of obedience—offers his ows burnt 
offering, and incurs that first sentence, foretelling that transfer of his 
kingdom which is sealed irrevertibly by a second disobedience, He had 
been forbidden to save the best of the spoil, to reserve the conquered king 
to give splendour to the triumph. It was a call to seif-denial, to 
un worldlivess, to unselfishness, and Saul was unequal toit. From this 
time “the Spirit of the Lord departs from him, and an evil spirit from the 
Lord troubles him”; a spirit of despondency and melancholy, afterwards. 

arkening into a spirit of suspicion, of jealousy, of hatred, making the | 
of his life a tangled web of intrigue, discord and turbulence. © 

Let us study this life, for it is full ofinstruction. It as as real as if it | 
were of yesterday. It stands out before us, in its very confusion, as 
though it were the life of a contemporary and a countryman. The less 
we are able to characteriseitas being just this or precisely that, the more 
closely does it resemble our own. Different views have been taken, and 
will continue to be taken, of the character and conduct of Saul, according to 
the theology of the reader. One will dwell on his invasion of the sacerdota! 
office, in sacrificing his own burnt-offering. Another on bis superstition 
in accounting any sacrifice necessary, or in supposing that he could. hold 
commune with the spirits of the dead. But such particulars do not seem 
to touch the central! point of his character. But one word does express 
its chief feature—Ilmpulsiveness; a want of steadiness, of balance, of 
consistency, of principle. 

Saul felt once, twice, the impulse to be aprophet. Hastily, hurriedly 
he yielded to it. It might bave been the turning-point of bis life. But the 
fever fit was succeeded by a chill. He bad surprised everyone by remain- 
ing for one night in areligious company. People said, “Is Saul among the 
prophets,” and it passed into a proverb. it was not congenial to him; he 
was known not to be religious. It was an impulse to which he yielded— 
aud itcame to nothing. His love for David was an impulse; a strong. 
earnest, passing affection. While it lasted he could not bear David out of 
his sight. His music was charmipg—it soothed his moody temper, it 
whiled away his unaccountable depression. But soon another impulse 
came-—-the bitter jealousy of David's prowess overmastered the affection 
which had been real and strong. Another impulse, the sightof his riva! « 
generosity, brought back for a moment the old love. He wept, and 
confessed himself in the wrong and vowed amendment—then went 
away, to bate again, to persecute again. His sacrificing was «an: 
impulse; a religious impulse. He thought it perilous to go 
to battle without some preliminary rite of worship. He hoped 
to propitiate God by the ceremony, and it needed the prophets 
sermon to teach him that with God “to obey is better than 
sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat of rams.” So throughout impulse, 
not principle, moved and dissipated his life. The word “duty” was 
unknownto him. When at last there drew nigh the eve of a decidive 
battie, instead of turning with all his heart to God, he obeys a vain and 
sinful impulse to turn to those traffickers with sports, whom he had him- 
self in other days proscribed and exterminated. But the man of impulse 
is often an attractive man. Saul was so. He inspired strong affection. 
Samuel mourned for him, David loved him. His son cast in his lot with 
him, never forsook him, even when the javelin sought his friend’s life, or 
sought hisown. “Lovely and pleasant were they in their lives, and in 
their death they were nut divided.” The armour-bearer died with him,

The outstanding event of Jewish interest in recent weeks was 
yndoubtedly the opening and the dedication of the magnificent new 
Temple in Cleveland, Ohio. It wasan event which not only flooded Jewish 
periodicals with masses of data, but the Ameriéan Press with enthusiasm 
for an architectural achievement that is almost unparalleled in the 
history of churches or temples. The superb Synagogue, which has 
been erected at a cost of nearly a million and a half dollars, is as 
nearly perfect a structure of its kind as exists in the world to-day. The 
simplicity and charm of the design are matched by the unusually practical 
arrangement of the thirty-three rooms destined for the use of the Sunday 


School, and the excellent array of Committee rooms, Library, 


Aullitoriam, Stage, and Gymnasium. Besides this, there are Community 
Kitchens, & Dining Hall in which large Tempie banquets or dinners can 
ve given for the purposes of raising money for “Drives,” and any 
fonctions of a social nature which are so much a part of the life of a 
Synagogue. 

The prevailing simplicity of the interior appeals with ever added 
charm. The touch of the Oriental in colouring and in marble, and the 
added glory of a blue vaulted dome will undoubtedly place this Temple 
permanently among the achievements of the decorator’s art. And the 
atmosphere of sublimity, the elegance which inspires a true loftiness 
of thought, are unmarred by the slightest tendency which has so 
often marked the synagogue towards ornate effulgence. It is noticeable 
that the architects have aimed at a new conception of Jewish architec- 
tural style, evidently.being intensely imbued with the idea that gold domes 
are not symbolic of Hebraic splendour, and ornate pillars the support 
upon which places of Jewish worship must depend. It is to be hoped 
that the exqGisite simplicity will usher in a new epoch in the erection of 
other synagogues, thus advancing Jewish art to a place of serious 
consideration among the forms qf American architecture. 

Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver?’"the brilliant and increasingly powerful 
young Rabbi with whom the Cleveland Congregation is in intense accord, 
delivered the main address on the day of Inauguration Fes¢iyities. It is 


superfluous to remark that he was unusually inspired ; andthe seemgpoe 


who clamoured for admission, ran into the thousands before th 
inauguration had drawn to a close. There Were many visiting Rabbis, 
andMany prominent Jews, who bad journeyed to the city to witness an 
event which will undoubtedly take its place in contemporary :Jewish 
history,. 

Another inauguration of almost equal importance occured during the 
month of Octoberin Philadelphia. This ceremony commemorated a day of 
unusual value to the young Jewsof thatcity, lt was thecombined inaugura- 
tian of the Young Men's and the Young Women’s Hebrew Organisations, 
who in their very splendid building at Broad and Pine Streets have 
undoubtedly embarked on a career of comfort and of service. It is 
without doubt the finest “ Y.M.H.A.” building in the United States, 
and, it is safe to say, in the entire world. Occupying almost an entire 
Dock, built in a charming type of American architecture, with its 
broad windows, its many floors of classrooms, offices, directors’ rooms, 
swimming-pools, kitchener, dining halis, its stage 
and its ballroom, there seems little left to desire in this home for 
the ambitious young Jews of Philadelphia. There are many practical 
courses, educational, social, and artistic; many lecture courses and social 
features planned for the coming season; and a Board of. Directors, 
iucluding some of the most prominent Philadelphians, who have long 
»een interested in the progress of the“ Y.” The co-ordination of the

A Union of Rabbis. 


’ When in America,” Rabbi Kook stated, “I laid the foundations of 
what | hope will develop into an important movement. I am anxious 
‘oat Jerusalem shall become the most important centre of Judaism 
‘0 the world, and that the Holy City shall stand for the holy ideals of 
Judaism. Zionism is in the main a secular movement. It is concerned 
chiclly with material things. We want a movement—not antagonistic 
to Zionism but working with it—that shall promote the religious ideals of 
Judaism. Just as Zion in ancient days was the centre of the secular 
scUivities of the Government and the city of Jerusalem contained the 
Temple and the Sanhedrin, so the pame Jerusalem should be utilised for 
this new movement, the details of which have still to be worked out. 
There are two practical matters which can be tackled in the first 
‘ustance. Jerusalem must have a great central Yeshibah to which 
Students may be attracted from far and near. A beginning has already 
been made to that end on a limited scale. Secondly, a building must be 
provided for the Rabbinate worthy of the functions of the religious heads 
of the capital city of Hretz Yisrael. The Rabbinate must be strengthened, 
aod one of my great dreams is the formation of a world union of Rabbis, 
which could hold an assembly in Jerusalem, like the KaWahofold. Such 
“0 assembly would be able to solve many of the problems which have arisen 
during these latter years, and which are capable of solution on the lines 
of traditional Judaism without any suspicion of reform ; but such solution 
is beyond the power of any individual Rabbi or the Rabbis of any one 
country. It must be a generally agreed decision. which only a kind of 
Sanhedrin could arrive at.” , 

Rabbi Kook has been accompanied on his tour by his son-in-law, Mr. 
Kabbinowitz-Tumin, who acted as his secretary. 


In contrast to the sparkle of these new activities among young 
American Jews comes the deep sorrow and concern felt by the more 
thoughtful and philanthropic Jews in the fate of their brethren who are 
now blockaded in the ports of Europe. One hears that, due to the new 
immigration laws of the U.S.A., there are 10,000 Jews who can neither go 
forward nor back and whose plightis pitiable. Forthese Jews, Rabbis all 
over the country are making impassioned appeals, and a special 
Committee has been delegated to raise over half a mil#on dollars for 


the relief of their sufferings. Already a good share has been raised in 


New York, that city of generous mind and free heart, whose purse seems 
always at the disposal of world-unfortunates. Mr. Nathan J. Miller 
is the Chairman of this Committee, which has pledged itself to raise this 
amount; and various Rabbis have set their Temple Boards to work on 
assisting thecampaign. There will be a “drive” and adinner, with great 
results expected, and Rabbis Stephen Wise and Nathan Krass gave 
memorable sermons of appeal during the holy-day season. Let us hope 
that light will dawn shortly on these unfortunate victims of a bewildered 
civilisation. 

In the dramatic world, Jewish producers, writers, and actors continue 
to flourish. There is scarcely a week in which one does not see an opening 
of the work of a Jewish playwright, actor, or producer. Uudoubtedly, the 
Jews control the producing line. In New York City, the Yiddish Art 
Theatre having returned from a successful Continental tour, is staging 


new and successful plays ; and Mr. Maurice Swartz is being interviewed — 


and given much attention by the Press on the subject of European 
dramatic conditions. A new dramatist, Edoa Ferber, is the author of a 
successful comedy, “ Minick,” while the novel “Talk,” by Emanie N, 
Sachs is arousing much discussion in the Press and in literary circles. 
Assuredly the mind of the Jew has achieved and will retain a foremost 
place in American drama and letters. This is as it should be. 


Kasher Law in New York. 


U.S. Supreme Gourt Discusses Constitutionality. 


The constitutionality of the Kasher Law of New York State was 
attackedl in arguments before the United States Supreme Court on 
November 19th. Three cases were brought by the Hygrade Provisions 
Company, the Lewis Fox Company, and Harry Satz. Justice Brandeis 
withdrew from the Bench, and will not participate in the decision of 
the Court. 

The statute was enacted in 1922, and requires those who offer kasher 
meat, meat products, and meat preparations to label such products with 
four-inch signs, stating that the weat is Aasher. When sellers of hasher 
meat and meat products handle other kinds of meat, that which is not 
kasher must be marked “non-kasher.” The original kasher law of New 
York was enacted in 1915, and, although amended by the law in 1922, it 
is also under attack. 

In his statement to the Court, Mr. David L. Podell, counsel for 
the complainants, explained that the State had described kasher meat as 
that sanctioned by orthodox Hebrew religious requirements, That 
offered no reasonable, ascertainabie standard, he said, to be used by the 
law-enforcing officers. No one could tell what was meant by orthodox 
Hebrew religious requirements, so far as meats were concerned. The 
law being vague, uncertain, and indefinite, he contended that the Courts 
must hold it unconstitutional. 

Justice Holmes interrupted to ask whether it was not perfectly well- 
known what kasher meant. Mr. Podell said that animals forbidden under 
orthodox Jewish religious requirements could be determined with reason- 
able certainty, and that the method of slaughter could be determined with 
a fairly reasonable degree of certainty. But that, he contended, was only 
the beginning in the determination of what was kasher. The parts of the 
meat that might be used, the method of transportation, the piety of the 
4ndividual who sold the kasher meat, were important factors which 
entered into the determination of the question. 

Attorney-General Sherman, of New York, and District Attorney 
Banton of New York County, who are defending the law, declared that 
the law was clearly within the police powers of the State, was not an 
interference with iuter-State cOmmerce, asthe complainants alleged, and 
was specifically drawn to prevent fraud, They insisted that the law was 
sufficiently definite to be easily understood and followed, and denied that 
the complainants had any stending in the controversy warranting them 
at_this time to challenge the constitationality of the statute. 

Woen the case was 4 the Federal District Court of New York City, 
the complainants were denied an injuaction to restrain the enforcemsnt 
of the statute, and their suits were dismissed. 


German: Chancellor on Anti-Semitism. 


Desecration of Jewish Cemeteries.

The German Chancellor, Dr. Marx, is continuing his campaign against 
the anti-Semites, and is denouncing anti-Semitism and the agitation 
against the Jews in bis election addresses. lo a speech at bE! berfeld, he 
characterised the anti-Semitic movement as unpatriotic and un-Christian. 

The epidemic of desecration of Jewish cemeteries in Germany con- 
tinues. Lately the anti-Semites committed similar acts at the Jewish 
cemeteries at Lambsheim, Huesten, and Nosheim. In the last-name 
place the Jewish community has offered a large reward for information 
leading to the arrest of the culprits, but their whereabouts are still 
unknown. 


An almost incredible account of a German National election meeting 
in Berlin appeared in a recent issue of the BERLINER TAGEBLATT. A 
woman teacher in one of the municipal schools addressed the audience, 
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Galling on all German mothers to bring up their children in a spirit of 
hatred. The meeting rose with frenzied shouts of “ Killthe Jews! The 
accursed Jews! The verminous Jews!” All the speakers, without 
exception, openly incited their hearers to a massacre of the Jews.—J.T.A. 


The Rotor Boat. 


Inventor a Jew. 


Dr. Flettner, the discoverer of the Rotor Boat, a remarkable new form 


ot sailing boat, which is believed to be the mode of sea transport for the 
near future, announces that he has only applied an idea which was 
discovered many years ago by the Jewish physicist, Dr. Heinrich Magnus, 
who died in Berlin in 1870. 

The Rotor Boat is equipped with a rotating vertical cylinder which 
acts asa sail, revolving by the gction of the wind. Dr. Magnus, who 
made various experiments to diggg#er the effect of the wind on revolving 
bodies, constructed an upright cylinder which could be revolved by 
) turning a wheel, and a bellows for producing the effect of wind. Dr. 
Fiettner’s rotors are precisely the same thing as the models which Dr. 
Mec¢nus constructéd, but Dr. Flettner has for the first time applied the 
invention to practical use. |

According to the J.T.A., the film censor in Budapest has taken 
objection to the showing of a film made by a Vienna film company, based 
on Sir H. Rider Haggard’s novel, “ Moon of Israel.” The objection 
is that the film, which is called “The Queen of Slaves,” shows the 
Jews crossing the Red Sea in safety, while the Egyptians are drowned. 
Sucty glorification of the Jews cannot be permitted in a country like 
Hungary, where there is a Christian régime, the censor declares.

Jewish Education in Russia. 


Soviet Minister's Address. 

Mr: Lunarcharsky, the Soviet Minister of Education and Fine Arts, 
addressing the All-Russian Conference of Jewish Cultural and Educa- 
tional Workers now in progress in Moscow, deplored the use of Russian 
as the language of Instruction In the Jewish schools. He regarded it as 
Ssseptial, he said, to safeguard the national distinctiveness of the various 
peoples in the Soviet countries. Arrangements should be made as soon 
as possible to introduce Yiddish as the language of instruction in the 
Jewish schools in place of Russian. Mr. Lunarcharsky went on to say 
that it was a welcome sign to find the Jews of Russia taking up 
agriculture. lt was the best way of restoring Jewish life, both economic 
and cultural, If the Jews went back tothe soil and became a healthy 
people, they would be able to build up their culture much better than if 
they devoted themselves to intellectual pursuits only. 

A Commission has been appointed by the Conference to prepare a plan 
for establishing a Central Training College to provide teachers for Jewish 
. schools in all the Soviet countries. A report was submitted to the Con- 

ference on the state of Jewish education in White Russia. There are 17 
Jewish secondary schools in the Republic, it was reported, 26 seven-year 
course schools, 50 elementary schools, 34 children’s homes, and 29 kinder- 


gartens. There are two training colleges for Jewish teachers for the 
technical schools, one in Minsk and the other in Witebsk.

Welcome to Transvaal Bench. 


Mr. Justice Greenberg tool’ his seat for the first time on the Bench in 
Johannesburg, on November 3rd. He presided over the Criminal Sessions. 
Prior to that an address of welcome on behalf of the Barand Side Bar 
was given in the Civil Court, by Mr. C. F. Stallard, K.C., who wished the 
new judge a happy career on the Bench. He said that Mr. Greenberg 
had long been associated with the Bar of Johannesburg. He had for 4 


long time been one of them, was intimately acquainted with them, aod 


they felt in welcoming him that they were welcoming one of their own. 
Mr. Justice Greenberg, in reply, said he hoped that the manifestation 
of goodwill was an augury that the happy relations between himself and 
the Bar would continue, He relied on the broadmindedness and charity 
of the Bar to condone any faults on his side. He relied also on the 
assistance of the Bar in carrying out his duties. as a tradition that 
the quality of the work oa the Bench was dependeg largely, if not almost 


entirely, on such assistance. He felt sanguine that the assistance would 
be given generously and in full measure. 
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Turkish Attack on. Judeo-Spanish. 
“ Absurd Jargon.” 

Tho Turkish paper VAK(T, of Constantinople, bas publiahed aa acticia 
on tho language of the Jews of Turkey, in which it attacks Judeo Spanish 
as “a jargon unworthy to be spoken in Turkey” The article objects to 
sho Jews employing a dialect that has no identity with tho Spanish 
ianguage from which it is derived, and cannot be understood except by 
Oriental Jows. “The descendantsoft Moses,” it writes, “ realisethe vulgarity 
of theit dialect . . « so thoy omploy a corrupted French in front of 
foreigners to show thom that they are up-to-date and civilised.” [6 being 
impossible to use Judeo Spanish as the language of instruction in their 
schools they employ French, Their Tarkish pronunciation is affected by 
the ugliness of their own dialect. The majority of them can read Turkish, 
and a certain number of them write itaswell. But notwithstanding this, 
they contince to use their Judeo-Spanish jargon as their mother tongue. 

' var objection to the use of Judeo-Spanish,” the article concludes, ‘is 
sot animated by animosity towards the Jows, who are a useful clement 
in the country, at least in normal times. That is why wo dosire that 
all our nationals of the Jowish faith should give up thoir jargon and apeak, 
road, and write Turkish, so that they should be abies to serve Turkish 
(viligation and become an important factor in tho life of ovr country, ag 
ihe Jows are in othor countries.”

Without doubt, the congrogant who raised the aubjeot at the annual 
mocting, established his case, sven though the Chairman momontarily 
lacked that sense of proportion necessary in dealing with a grays 
problew. 

With all Ghat waa said ceogarding tho admission of proselytes, no 
reference appears to have been made to a fact still more alarming to 
those who desire a flourishing future for Judaism in Australia. 1 am 
thinking of the numerous cases known year to year by those acqaainted 
with the community, cases of mon and women deliberately contracting 
“mixed” marriages without tho pretence of bringing the aon Jowish 
party into our ranks. 

[n “the oarly daya” thors worecxtenuatiog circumstances that mimht 
be arged in excuse of sach defections. Yet some care was taken, gnd 
wo find this rule in the Laws of the Sydney Synagogue in 1354 Jan 
instance): “All persons marrying contrary to the Judaical Marriage Mga 
and Ceremonies... Shall not be admitted or be considered 
mombors of this Concregation.”

The admiasion of proselytes in Avatralia presented many dificultioa 
for many years, and, down to a period fifty yoars ago, tho then Chief 
Rabbi (Dc. N, M. Adler, >"%"T) bad not yet approved of the Sydney Con- 
grogation'a suggestions for the constitution of a local Beth Din. A 
oumber of applications for admigsion as proselytes, pardonable under 
conditions atill then existing, could not be considered as the obstacles 
wore rigid. The congregation naturally had beon small and somewhat 
ill-assorted. leferriog to another report which happons to be at hand— 
for the yoar 1846 7-—[ find that tho list of malo seatholders numbered 
ninety seven only. 

The children of Jawish parents wore growing up with little, if any, 
systematic Jewish education. At later periods many of the young men 
who arrived in Australia possossed intelligence of a somewhat highsr 
standard than they found among the majority of local families. [a conse 
quence, if they contemplated marriage, they experienced diMoulty ia 
securing brides of a relative type. “Marrying out,” waa the resultia 
many cases. [6 was almost unavoidable then, Accordingly, wo find 
names of families sti®* honoured tn Anglo-Jewry borne in New South 
Wales to-day by families now entirely removed trom Judaism because of 
“mixed marriages.” And yot, paradoxical though it may appear, the 
sons and grandsons descended from the lost sheop retalo their distinotiy 
Jewish surnames, whilo sons of respected Jewish families atill within the 
fold have adopted surnames usually suggestive of non-Jewish birth an@ 
deacent 

Conditions relating to Australian Jowry have changed onticely during 
recent years. The community has grown considerably. Education 
(Jewish and secular) may be readily acquired at little cost and in all 
atages, from the free clomentary school to the university. Even from the 
homes of the “greeners” there have omerged graduates, many of thent 
members of the learned professions. And education has brovcht some 
grades of rofinemont with it. [t follows naturally that there are now 
opportunities foc suitable marriages in all classes of the commralty, and 
I submis this point la my desire to omphasise that the present day pro

Laxity and the “ what can-we- 
do” attitude tend to encourage a practice directly detrimenta! to the future 
ef Jewry aud Judaisw, both already assailed by adverse forces within 
and without. Observation in Australia convinces me that a “mixed 
marriage” by Registrar, afterwards ratified by the local Beth Din allowing 
t@-marriage in synagogue, only postpones by a few years the slidingaway 
ofthe parties concerned, even though nominal membership in the com- 
munity be mafntained foratime. With a hasband lacking Jewish fibre, 
Swhing only perfunciory allegiance to his ancestral Faith, and a wits 
with nothing but an artificial and untrained interest, the children, if any, 
are not likely to exbibit any Jewish characteristic other than facial 
reser biance. 

lam aware that during the last twenty years the ocal authorities at 
Bydney often have adopted this atiitude: “Ii we do nbt adnilt them they 
will dritt away altogether”; truly an instance of the fostering of 
Bbrealitics. 

In my humble opinion it should be made clear that the admission of 
proseiytes for the purpose of marriage is distinctly discouraged and 
Geprecatced; that uo application will be granted until a reasonably 
lengthy period of probation has been observed; and that no prior celebra- 
Hon of any form of marriage can be permitted.

Cowen was the first member to deposit his cheque for £100. 

Among the first steps in the new political activities has been the 
creation of a permanent office of the Zionist Executive in Geneva, the 
im portance of which became apparent in connection with the examination 
of the Palestine report by the Mandates Commission. Dr. V. Jacobson is 
the first representative of the Zionist Organisation in Geneva. Dr. Jacobson 
wae on the point of settling in Palestine as Managing Director of the Zionist 
Mortgage Bank. His place in Palestine, however, will probably be filled 
by the well-known American, Zionist, Mr. Louis Robison.

Mr. BENTWICH said that it wae twenty-eight years since the Club 

Erst became associated with Gezer, when the Maccabean pilgrimage to 

Palestine was started, for out of that the present scheme had grown. It 


wae originally planned to acquire the birthplace and burial-place cf the 


Maccabeans st Modin, but that scheme had bad to be abandoned. 
Instead o1 tombs they had now a site for a living memoria), and he hoped 
that Gezer would be a real Anglo-Jewish contribution to the revival in 
Palestine. It had been said that Gezer and Jerusalem were the only two 
bistoric sites in Palestine of whose identity one could be certain. 
The Tel-el-Amarna tablets referred te Gezer, and letters had been 
deciphered from the Egyptian Governor to Pharaoh. begging him to send 
belpagainst (he incursions ofthe Ebrei. That was an independent record 
of the invasion of Palestine by Joshua, 3,500 years ago. Lxcavations had 
carried the history of the place 1,500 years earlier still to the cave- 
@wellers. There were several Biblical references to Gezer. When the 
Maccabeans had driven out the Assyrians, they had taken possession of 
it and Judas Maccabeeus had lived there. It afterwards became tho 
residence of Simon Maccatieus, who built a beautiful palace. The 
Romans razed the city to the ground, and ever since it had been a city of 
ruins. In the time of the Crusades it was known as Mont Gizar, and 
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was the meeting-place of Richard Cceur de Lion and Saladin. Ii later 
became known as Abou Shushi, after a Moslem saint who had lived in the 
vicinity. In 1874 the site was re-discovered by Clermont-Gannoau, who 
found three quarters of a mile away an inscription ona rock in Hebrew ot 
the proper period, with Greek translation, stating thatit wasthe boundary o! 
Gezer. The Palestine Exploration Fund had condacted further excavations 
later, and Professor R. A. Macalister had made some remarkable discoverics 
‘there of the records of successive civilisations, He described the site 
which had been acquired for the purposes of an Anglo-Jewish settlement 
and the preparatory work which had been accomplished. He hoped that 
a model of the colony would be exhibited next year at Wembley. Portions 
of the land were being cultivated by Jewish ex-legionaries. He hoped also 
that English Jews would help to make the colony & success. He pro- 
ceeded to show some interesting slides illustrating the excavations, ani 
the present aspects of the site. The inaugural ceremony, which was 
attended by the High Commissioner and a large number of Palestinian 
notables, was also illustrated. 
A vote of thanks to Mr. Beuntwich was moved by Sir Thomas Haycro!t, 
Chief Justice in Palestine.

Stk,—I bave had some experience of ordinary Law Courts, and alse 
of tho eth Tun, The difference between the two is that the ordinary 
Courts have force behind them, and can compel the litigants to respect 
their jadgment, but, such a court is only concerned with the legal aspects 
of a case, and the case is very often won by the litigant able to brief the 
more brilliant counsel to present his case with greater skill than the 
opposing side. 

The Beth Din, on the other hand, does not only concern,itself with the 
legal points of a case, but also probes right down to the bottom of the 
dispute, and the Jayanim with their almost fatherly and evidently 
impartial reasoning with the litigants are, in my opinion, bound to be 
successful in mearly all cases, not only to satisfy both sides with the 
judgment, but also in many cases to restore the friendship between 
litigants which was at the breaking point, a real Jewish aim obey eT. 


[ might mention that I was a defendent before the eth Din, and lost 
my case. But I am ture that no ordinary court could decide against mo 


and at the same time leave me with so little Ul-feeling against my — 


oppocent as did the Beth Din.

Problems and Phases of Moderr Judaism.” 

At the inaugural social gathering of the Reform Congregation, held 
Jast Sunday, with Mr. J. Hirsche!l in thechair, the Rev. Nathaniel Jacobe; 
B.A., lectured on “ Problems and Phases of Modern Judaism.” In the 
course of hie remarks, he said that the curtailment of alien immigration 
into Britain was the greatest blow that could be dealt to British 
Jadaism, which was thus to be deprived of the refreshing and 
Mfe-giving Jewish idealism that the Russian and Polich Jewish 
massee had hitherto supplied to British Jewry. Side by side 
with religious toleration, they had in British Jewry religious defection 
and disloyalty on every side. Amidst fashionable fads and the 
dangerous tendency to flirts with Christianity, the Ghetto Jew 
remained staunch, loyal, impreguable. Thus, British Jewry would in 
the foture bave to preserve, consolidate, and strengthen whatever of 
Judaism it had in its midst. No British Jew and Jewess could remain 


deaf and cold to the call of Palestine, after the Balfour Declaration. He 


Wae not there as a champion of Zionism, but non-Zionists could no 
lopger as loyal Jews and Jewesses ignore the historic call of the Land 
of israel. that met them on every page of their Hebrew Bible 
and Hebrow Prayer Book. Reform Judaism, as he understood it. 
was a modern interpretation of the one eternal historic Judaism: 
and Palestine was historically and religiously deat to them as Jews 
Uret, and since 1917 doubly dear to them as Jews and Englishmen. 
He wouid like to say a few words about Reforns Judaism and Pharisaism. 
Time was when Reformers said that their religion was only Mosaism, 
and they repudiated the oral tradition of the Talmudic Rabbis. Judaism 
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was an historic religion, and without the Talmud there could be no such 


wonderful structure, in all its fullness and richness, as their glorious 
faith. The Christian liturgy wes a plagiarisation of the liturgy of the 
Pharisees, who were the makers of the Hebrow Prayer-Book. Let al) 
reformers try to preserve and prize what was most valuable in Pharisaic 
liberalism, which was 4 liberalism that was Jewish in being and Jewieh 
in thought.

Mr, F, author of “Consequences,” and other plays, 
opened the discussion. He said that the idea cf such a League arose from 
the existence of the British Drama League, the objects of which were to 
encourage and stimulate in al) parts of the country the reading and acting 
of British plays, to affiliate joca] amateur theatrical societies and try t« 
interest them in the type of play the League considered worth while, and 
evelitually to establish a national theatre. Ie asked them to consider 
how it was possible to adapt those ideas to Jewry. At present there was no 
such thing asa Jewish drama, though in practically every country of Europe 
some of the leading dramatists were of the Jewish race. Assuming that 
it was desfrable that there should be a Jewish drama, would the formation 
ofthe League bring a school of Jewish Drama into existence? They had one 
factor which should be powerful as an incentive to a literary movement, and 
‘that was a history which certainly contained more colour and more of the 
stufl of tragedy than that of any other people. But the particular stiiou!us 
to the enthusiasm needed to produce a Jewish drama was lackipg. There 
was at present only one cause which seemed to attract Jewish zealots 
together, and that wae Zionism. He did not, however, see how a Jewish 
Drama Leagne in England would bave any relation to that. If they . 
desired to produce a Jewish draws, it seemed to him they must start by 
producing a Jewish interest.

The subject 
is “Theobjects which should be aimed at by the Jowish Lads’ Brigade 
and Jewish Lads’ Clab, and the manner in which these subjects should 
ho carried into effect.” Oae would imagine that the objects which their 
clubs are made to sorve have been a¢reed and acted upon for many years. 

An item which causes a little uneasiness is “religious services” in 
connection with clubs. There are very few Jewish boys clubs in our part 
of London which organise any services as part of their work. My Clab 
has always taken up the attitude that the question of religion should nob 
be pact of a club's work, as certain clubs may be influenced by particular 
officers, and these influencés may bo ia opposition to the wishes of the 
paronts. The Keligious Authorities should excrcise these functions and 
make their appeal in the ordinary way, and the Club authorities should 
co by giving every facility for mombers to respond to the appeals 
made 

We are not advised what powers havo beon vested in this Commitice 
or its parent body, but it is, of course, assumed that the results of tho 
enguiry will be communicated to all organisations connected with work 
Jewish boys in the East of London

Law Cases. 


Manchester Merchant to be Deported. 


SERIOUS BANKRUPTCY FRAUD. 


At the Manchester Assizes, before Mr. Justice Mackinnon, 84M 
LHONTY BLOOM, a merchant, pleaded guilty to several cffences under the 
Bankruptcy Act. 

Mr. Madden, K.C., with whom was Mr. Jordan, said, on behalf of the 
prosecation, that the prisoner was a native of Latvia, and came to this 
country in 1902. In 1919 he started in business on his own account, and 
in 1922 began to-launch out. The prosecution alleged that from 1922 
thero began a huge conspiracy to get hold of respectable manufacturers 
in the textile trades in Manchester, Bradford, Leeds, Halifax, London, 
and Belfast. The immediate duty of the typist employed by the accused 
was to search all the directories in the country and find out possible 
victims. The prosecution was certain that Bloom was the head of a 
conspiracy, and there were others not before the Court whom it was 
hoped to ferret out. 

The system, Mr. Madden said, wasthis. Thousands of names were 
extracted from the directories, and circulars were drawn up and addressed 
to them with the object of getting a large amount of credit. Some of the 
_ persons who were written to and who called were shown over the 
premises. They fell very readily into the trap. Of course, he continued, 
the merchants of this country are not always on the look out for dis- 
honest traders, but the country has been invaded by a number of refugees, 
mostly from Russia, who know with what ease they can get credit and 
goods, how easily they can commit robberies wholesale and get quickly 
out of their bankruptcies agaiv. The bankruptcy petition in this case 
was presented in August. In February the goods purchased amounted to 
£095, in March £2,195, in April £2,050, in May £1,503, in Jane £2,968, and 
ip July £7,990. 

Goods, Mr, Madden continued, were generally disposed of four or five 

days after purchase at a loss of 20 per cent. Evidently the buyers were 
in waiting. The accused had £18,161 worth of goods, ail sold at a loss of 
20 per cent. In the beginning he had to pay and so create confidence, 
and then he shifted his ground from. time to time to other purchasers. 
The object of the prisoner was to accumulate a large sum and then cease 
to pay. When the receiving order was made he disappeared from this 
country, and on returning was arrested. He had pleaded guilty to forty 
counts in the indictment, and the amount of moncy involved in them 
Was 14,447, 
Mr. Jackson, K.C., with whom was Mr. Lustgarten, for the defence, 
paid that it was the first time they had heard anything abouta conspiracy, 
and it wae not fair to those people who were not present to mention it 
now. There was no conspiracy. 

The Judge: Their names are not mentioned, so it is not much 
bardehip. 

Mr. Jackson said that the prisoner had paid £2,000 to £3,000 to medie¢al 
men on bebalf of his wife, and that, no doubt, was the beginning of the 
trouble with the business. It was acase of a man finding his business 
golng against bim and “plunging” in the hope that things might right 
themselves. In some cases it might come off and the person recover; in 
- this case it had not come off. It was not true to say that the prisoner 
absconded. He attended his examination in bankruptcy, and then went 
to friends in Germany to try and raise money to settle his bankruptey. 

Mr. Madden said that no more than £300 could be traced as having 
been paid to doctors. | 

‘The Judge said this was a serious matter, as it impaired in Man. 
chester and elsewhere the system of credit and good faith under which 
business was conducted. The sentence would be imprisonment for nine 
months, at the end of which the prisoner would be deported. On the 
&pplication of Mr. Madden, other charges, including one of perjary, to 


which the prisoner pleaded not guilty, were allowed to remain on 
the file. 


Murder Charge.—Atthe North London Police Court, on Wednesday, 
Mre. HANNAH TRAGER, an authoress, who has occupied the position of 
custodian of the Jewish Free Reading Room in Whitechapel Road, was 
charged with the murder of her daughter, Sarah Gottman and with 
attempted suicide, and wasremanded. Thecharge arose ont of an inquest 
that was held earlier in the day at the Hackney Coroner’s Court on the 
body of Sarah Gottman, who died at the German Hospital at Dalston 
from gas poisoning. The evidence given showed that the deceased and 
her mother were found unconscious, as a result of gas poisoning 
The mother having since recovered, would, the Coroner pointed out be 
answerable in law upon a charge for wurder if 1¢ were found that the 
deceased died through a death pact made with her mother. Two notes 
were le!t by mother and daughter indicating that they had decided to end 
their liver. Evidence showed further that the daugbter had previously 
attempted her life by the same means, and that Mra. Trager bad been 
under medical treatment and was in such a condition as to be entirel 
under the influence and control of her daughter. The jury aa 
verdict to the effect that Sarah Gottman committed suicide and was of 
unsound mind at the time, the Foreman adding that the jury considered 
the daughter to have been the controlling spirit of the mother.

‘tinued counsel, Miss Dale and her friend Miss Rhodes, were wa)king 
along King Street, Oldham, when they saw accused (who was known by 
sigh to Miss Dale) sitting in a motor car. The accused spoke to them, 
and subsequently took them for a drive. During the absence of Misg 
Rhodes, misconduct, it was alleged, took place between accused and 
Miss Dale. On September 4th, Miss Dale gave birth to a child, 
and at the hearing of the summons which she took out for an 
affiliation order against the accused, he swore on oath that he had 
never seen the girl in his iife until the summons was issued, that 
he was not in Oldham on December 9th, and that from Decembex 
6th to the 12th he was staying in Blackpool. Evidence was called 
to prove that although the accused had in fact stayed at a Bilack- 
pool hotel, he left on December 6th. Under cross-examination by Sir 
Edward Marshall-Hall, K.C., who (with Mr. Joseph Lustgarten) appeared 
for the accused, Miss Dale persisted in the story outlined by Mr. Jackson, 
and the girl’s mother corroborated her, In the witness box, the accused 
admitted that what he had sworn in the police court about the date at 
which he was at Blackpool was untrue. The mistake, he said, was, how- 
ever, made in good faith. He still insisted that he had never previously 
seen her. Cross-examined by Mr. Jackson, accused admitted that at tho 
present time, he was making payments in respect of affiliation orders 
made against him at Manchester, Blackpool, and Oldham, in fact every 
town where he was in business. He further admitted that his defence 


when these orders were applied for was the same as he advanced in the 


case of Miss Dale, that the girls concerned were of immoral! character, 
Sir Edward Marshall-Hall suggested that the prosecutrix had simply 
“fathered” her child upon the accused, because he was a “suitable ' 
father, on account of his reputation and wealth. The jury, however, 
found Blaiswais guilty, and he was sentenced to nine months’ imprison- 
ment.

Theft of Jewellery —HARRY ConueNn (20), of 9, Hanbury Street, 
Whitechapel), and DAVID GREENBERG (20), of 152, Rothscbild’s Buiiding:, 
Whitechapel, were charged at Old Street Police Court on Saturday with 
being concerned in stealing and receiving jewellery value £263, tho 
property of Abraham Segalov, a jeweller, of Black Lion Yard. White. 
chapel. Both accused: pleaded guilty. It was stated that Cohen had 
been apprenticed to Mr. Segalov and worked for him. It was Oohen's 
duty to bolt a door leading to private premises, but one night he left it 
open so that his friend might enter.
